Drive-flu windows 


Need a quick vaccine shot this year? Pull forward, please

Fast-food places have them. Banks and phar- 
macies do too. Now hospitals are opening 
drive-thrus and drive-up tent clinics to 
screen and treat a swelling tide of swine flu 
patients. 

The idea behind these efforts is to keep 
coughing, feverish people out of regular 
emergency rooms, where they can infect 
heart attack victims and other very sick 
patients. The need has soared in recent 
weeks as flu has spread among schoolchil- 
dren before vaccine is available. 

In Austin, Texas, Dell Children’s Medical 
Center had nearly 400 ER visits on Sunday 
alone, mostly kids with swine flu. Dozens 
were diverted to two tents outside, and 
there are plans to add a third. 

In Memphis, Tenn., Le Bonheur Children’s 
Hospital has had more than 5,500 kids with 
flu-like illness seek emergency care since 
Aug. 1. The hospital set up tents outside its 
ER on Sept. 11 and already has treated more 


than 900 cases in them. 

Hope and Billy Howard took their 
3 -year-old daughter, Emma Smith, to one on 
Sunday The little girl had a fever that would 
not break with over-the-counter medicine, 
complained of belly pain and refused to eat, 
and her parents could not reach her pedia- 
trician. 

“I didn’t know what to give her, and I 
didn’t want to take any chances,” her mother 
said. At the tent ER, “we were in and out in 
15 minutes.” 

Entire families w r ho are sick have show r n 
up at Bayne-Jones Army Community 
Hospital in Fort Polk, La. 

“They just drive up in their pajamas,” said 
Henry Johnson, a physician’s assistant who 
helped start a tent system there. “It’s work- 
ing out for us— nothing but rave reviews,” 
he said.

FAST MEDICINE 

Under a program at Stanford University in 
Palo Alto, Calif., many flu patients will not 
even have to leave their cars. 

It works like this: 

A nurse near the ER stops cars and 
sends appropriate cases to the drive-thru. 
Signs tell families to tune the radio to a 
public broadcasting station that describes 
what happens next. 

The patient s automobile acts as a 
self-contained isolation compartment, a 
moving exam room. Medical records are 
slid under the windshield wipers. 

Through the car window, a doctor uses 
a device that clips on a finger to measure 
blood pressure, pulse and breathing rates. 
Fingerstick blood tests also can be 
done. 

In nearby tents, diabetics can get a urine 
test for blood sugar, and heart patients can 
get an EKG. Portable X-rays are available 
too. The last stop has a pharmacy to get 
vaccine, medicines or a prescription to fill.

Iran lets Swiss see 
detained Americans

WASHINGTONThe State Department onTuesday 
welcomed Iran’s decision to allow Swiss diplo- 
mats to meet with three Americans who have 
been detained in Iran since being arrested for 
illegal entry in late July 

The move could be seen as a conciliatory 
gesture on Iran’s part, coming two days before 
a high-profile meeting between Iran and five 
world powers seeking to persuade Iran to aban- 
don any effort to build nuclear weapons. 

“We welcome this step,” said State 
Department spokesman RJ. Crowley. Asked 
whether it likely is connected to the com- 
ing talks in Geneva on nuclear issues, he said: 
“Hard to say” 

The Swiss government, v r hich represents 
U.S. interests in Tehran, offered few details of 
the visit. 

“Swiss diplomats represent the interests of 
the United States, and as part of this provide 
consular protection for U.S. citizens,” Swiss 
Foreign Ministry spokesman Adrian Sollberger 
told The AR “In this context, they had direct 
contact {Tuesday] with the three imprisoned 
American citizens.” 

The Swiss represent U.S. interests in Iran 
because the U.S. has no formal diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Islamic republic.

The city’s image is clean— literally. What it takes to keep it looking good

It’s no secret the city has been trying to put its best face for- 
ward in the weeks and months leading up to the International 
Olympic Committee’s decision Friday on whether Chicago 
will host the Olympics in 2016. When the committee visited 
Chicago in April for an inspection, city workers were spotted 
sprucing up potential Olympics sites, while downtown mer- 
chants hung welcome banners and planted flowers, according 
to news reports. 

^et Matt Smith, spokesman for Chicago’s Department of 
Streets and Sanitation, says the city hasn’t recently increased its 
beautification schedule to attract the Olympics— the amount 
of effort focused downtown is the same as it has always been. 

“The city does a fantastic job with downtown,” said Ty 
Tabing, executive director of the Loop Alliance, a Loop pro- 
motional group. “Chicago is one of the cleanest big cities in 
the world; in short, that’s the feedback that we get.” 

With the International Olympic Committee just days away 
from making its decision, RedEye explored the city’s efforts 
to shine its crown jewel, the Loop area. 

It takes a small army to keep Chicago’s central business dis- 
trict pristine. One, many times two, street sweepers tackle 
the downtown arterial streets twice a day, on average, while 
10 to 20 workers typically are assigned to pick up garbage on 
the street daily. Each residential ward typically sees one street 
sweeper each day, Smith said. 

Residential sanitation efforts are coordinated by the indi- 
vidual ward offices. The Loop community area— defined by 
the city as south and east of the Chicago River and north of 
Roosevelt Road— is part of the 2nd and 42nd Wards. 

Separately, the Bureau of Street Operations maintains the 
area bounded by Lake Michigan on the east, Halsted Street 
on the west, North Avenue on the north and Cermak Road 
on the south. Services include hand sweeping of sidewalks and 



streets, emergency street cleaning, emptying of waste baskets, 
limited power washing and removing snow, ice and graffiti. 

On any given day shift, there are anywhere from 18 to 38 
Loop operation workers, Smith said. 
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Sweep stakes 

Make it a clean sweep-here’s what you need to know about sweeper cells in the Loop. 


• Street sweeping frequency varies within the Loop 
area but on average, the arterial streets see two 
sweepers daily said Matt Smith, spokesman for the 
city Department of Streets and Sanitation. 

• Sweepers tackle the residential streets in the 
northwest corner of the area, from Wells Street to the 
Chicago River in the 42nd Ward, two to five times a 


month from April through November, according to 
schedules posted on cityofchicago.org. 

» A section south of the Loop, from Harrison Street to 
Roosevelt Road and Wabash Avenue to Wells Street 
in the 2nd Ward, sees street sweepers only one to two 
times a month on the residential streets and not at all 
in May, according to the online schedule. 


Tabing said business owners take it upon themselves to 
maintain their piece of the Loop. For the last decade, the 
Loop Alliance has had a State Street cleaning program — 
Clean Slate for State Street, which employs workers to 


remove snow and regularly power wash sidewalks. State 
Street residents pay for their services with extra taxes, 
typically about 5 percent of their property tax assessment, 
Tabing said. 

And tourists seem to notice. Former tour guide Michael 
LaRusso said tourists— typically from the East Coast and 
Brazil — regularly ask where Chicago ships its garbage because 
the city looks so clean. 

“Definitely, most of the tourists of the cities from the East 
Coast say for the size of the city, it keeps quite clean,” said 
LaRusso, tour manager of the Chicago Tour Guides Institute, 
which supplies local tour guides and interpreters to meeting 
planners. 

But tourists from California, Oregon and Florida tend not 
to be impressed with Chicago’s cleanliness and instead boast 
of their own city’s sanitary conditions, LaRusso said. 

Indeed, Chicago isn’t known as the Queen of Clean nation- 
ally. Forbes failed to mention the Windy City in its list last 
year of the 10 cleanest American cities. And Chicago also 
rated dead last in Reader’s Digest’s 2005 list of the 50 clean- 
est American cities. The City that Works scored few points 
in water and air quality but ranked moderately well in terms 
of sanitation. 

Chicago’s air and water quality fared much better in a 
recent report evaluating the four cities battling to host the 
Olympics, but the city’s overall cleanliness wasn’t mentioned. 
And yet, a city’s cleanliness is an important factor in whether 
the city will land the Games, Olympics researcher Stephen 
Alexander told RedEye. 

“We didn’t see the cleanliness as a major issue but obviously 
if you’re going to put on a good face and have the committee 
come, you want the streets clean,” said Alexander, a DePaul 
senior research fellow who has been studying Chicago’s 
Olympics plan for two years. “The research shows all host 
cities kind of clean up areas.” tswartz@tribune.com 
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‘hat's rubbish 


Ever wonder how the city keeps downtown so spick-and-span? 
RedEye talked trash with the Department of Streets and Sanitation. 


• The department mostly han- 
dles street garbage, not residen- 
tial trash, in the Loop, spokes- 
man Matt Smith said. High-rises 
and condos downtown have a 
private service take care of their 
garbage. 


• Garbage and recycling 
from the downtown areas are 
typically transported to the 
Allied Waste facility at 1622 W. 
Medill Ave. in Lincoln Park or 
the Planet Recovery transfer 
station at 1850 W. Carroll St. 
on the Near West Side.

There are approximately 500 
garbage cans throughout the 
downtown area, Smith said. 
About 10 to 20 workers are 
assigned to pick up garbage on 
the street. There is one truck 
assigned for each trash pickup 
shift, with a total of two shifts 
daily. 

4 There also are four 
solar-powered 
trash compactors 
in the downtown 
area that hold up 
to four times more garbage than 
their traditional counterparts, 
Smith said. 


• Garbage pickup is handled 
separately for street festivals 
and large events downtown. 
The city has a contract for gar- 
bage services with Nationwide 
Janitorial Services for cleanup 
for the city’s summer festivals 
including Gospel, Blues, Jazz, 
Celtic and Country Fests, the 
Outdoor Film Festival, Air and 
Water Show, Viva and the Taste 
of Chicago. 

» At $817,000 per year, the 
three-year contract with 
Nationwide Janitorial is less 
than the previous janitorial 
service (Chicago Contract 
Cleaning), which was for 
just over a million dollars, 
according to the Mayor’s 
Office of Special Events.

Guilty verdict in Brown’s 
Chicken massacre case 


Walgreens has 
its eyes on liquor

Sue, the biggest, meanest meat-eating dino- 
saur known to history, probably was killed not 
by some other monster killer battling with her 
65 million years ago, but by a tiny one-celled 
parasite that gave her a killer sore throat. 

That is the conclusion drawn by an inter- 
national team of scientists who studied holes 
in the jaw of Sue, the biggest, most compete 
Tyrannosaurus rex fossil ever found and one of 
the star attractions at the Field Museum. 

The holes in Sue’s mandible bones at one 
time were thought to be bite marks by another 
T. rex during a fight sometime during her life. 

A paper published Tuesday in the online sci- 
ence journal PLoS ONE says instead that the 
holes were made by a parasitic infection called 
trichomonosis, which continues to cause fatal 
disease in modern-day carnivorous birds known 
as raptors— hawks, eagles and osprey

The packed courtroom was silent as the 
judge’s clerk read the verdict in less than 
30 seconds. Relatives of the victims strug- 
gled to keep their composure. Some clasped 
each others’ hands tightly, others stifled 
their sobs, all trying to keep their emo- 
tions in check to avoid being removed from 
court after a warning moments earlier by the 
judge. 

At the defense table, James Degorski 
showed no trace of emotion as the 
clerk announced “guilty” seven times, mak- 
ing him the second defendant to be convict- 
ed of one of the Chicago’s areas most infa- 
mous crimes— the 1993 massacre of seven 
workers at a Brown’s Chicken restaurant in 
Palatine. 

The six-man, six-woman jury took only an 
hour and a half to reach its decision— about 
half the time lawyers on both sides spent on 
closing arguments earlier Tuesday 


Sixteen long years after the murders, 
Degorski’s conviction marks a successful 
end for prosecutors to a mass-murder case 
that at one time seemed unlikely to ever be 
solved amid acrimony and criticism over the 
lengthy investigation. 

The same jury returns to the Criminal 
Courts Building on Wednesday to decide if 
Degorski, 37, is eligible for the death pen- 
alty 

Degorski’s accomplice, Juan Luna, was 
convicted in 2007 and sentenced to life in 
prison after a lone juror refused to impose 
the death penalty 

“It was a long process getting to this point, 
but we’re certainly happy with the verdict,” 
said Jim Schwantz, mayor of Palatine, which 
was rocked by the slayings. ‘As a community 
we look forward to closing the book on this 
and moving forward.” 

Frank Portillo, owner of the Brown’s 
Chicken chain, said he welcomed the ver- 


dict for victims’ families as well as franchise 
owners and employees who had the tragedy 
hovering over them for all these years. 

“I’m glad it’s coming to closure for them 
too,” he said. “I don’t like to give interviews 
about it too much because it’s not good for 
business. Now we can all put this behind 
us.” 

The evidence against Degorski appeared 
to be much weaker than against Luna. A fin- 
gerprint, DNA evidence and a lengthy vid- 
eotaped confession linked Luna to the mur- 
der. But no physical evidence tied Degorski 
to the crime. 

As a result, the prosecution case against 
Degorski largely hinged on the credibility 
of Anne England, his former girlfriend, and 
Eileen Bakalla, a friend from high school. In 
2002, the two women broke the case that 
had stymied police for nearly a decade by 
disclosing that Degorski had confessed in 
the days after the murders.

A beer? From Walgreens? 

The company says it plans to add beer and 
wine to its stores, marking a return to the liquor 
business. 

The Deerfield-based drugstore chain expects 
to roll out the liquor category to stores in the 
next 12 to 18 months, said Walgreen Chief 
Executive Gregory Wasson in an earnings con- 
ference callTuesday 

Although the category is expected to account 
for less than 1 percent of store shelf space, the 
hope is that beer and wine will drive traffic to 
the stores and that shoppers will buy other 
items once they are there, Wasson said. 

Walgreens had been selling liquor since the 
end of Prohibition, but exited the business at 
most stores in the early 1990s. The company 
disclosed in June that it was applying for the 
local government licenses needed to reintro- 
duce beer and wine to its national chain of more 
than 7,000 stores.

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Prosecutor says teen 
threw ‘knockout punch’ 


Eugene Bailey was denied bailTuesday after 
prosecutors said he threw the “knockout 
punch” at Derrion Albert, the 16 -year-old 
who was beaten to death last week on his 
way home from Fenger High School. 

Three other teens — Silvonus Shannon, 19, 
Eugene Riley, 18, and Eric Carson, 16 —also 
are being held in jail without bail for their 
alleged roles in the beating. Prosecutors said 
the four teens are seen on an amateur video 
punching, kicking and stomping Albert and 
striking him with wooden railroad ties. 

In court Tuesday, Assistant State’s Atty 
Jodi Peterson described how Carson swung a

China goes big for anniversary

BEIJING Beijing virtually closed its 
downtown Tuesday, shuttering the 
Forbidden City along with shops and hotels 
near Tiananmen Square, in preparation for an 
extravaganza to mark 6o years of communist 
rule that is expected to rival the Olympic 
opening ceremony 

Primarily a chance to showcase the coun- 
try’s might with a massive military parade, 
the celebrations also are to include a “civil- 
ian parade” with about 100,000 people tak- 
ing part and 6o floats. Tens of thousands of 
doves, 5,000 balloon- to ting children and 
a chorus of thousands are to be part of the 
show, the official Xinhua News Agency said. 

Rehearsals in the past few weeks have 
included jets and helicopters flying in forma- 
tion over the city, releasing streams of red, 
blue and yellow smoke as they pass by 

Few other details have been given on the 
schedule for the celebrations, but a keynote 
address from President Hu Jintao is expect- 
ed, followed by the two parades. Chinese 


filmmaker Zhang Yimou, who directed the 
opening and closing ceremonies for the 
Beijing Olympics, will oversee the evening 
fireworks display 

Many Chinese are justifiably proud of 
what China has achieved since the People’s 
Republic was founded in 1949— a transfor- 
mation from an impoverished, war-wracked 


country to an economic and diplomatic 
power. 

Life expectancy has risen from 41 years in 
1949 to 73 today Incomes have soared, even 
as the population has more than doubled 
from 500 million to 1.3 billion. In just the last

PT3 NEW YORK An Afghan immigrant plead- 
ed not guilty Tuesday to planning a New 
York City terrorist attack with bombs made 
from beauty-supply chemicals— an alleged 
plot authorities say was helped by at least 
three accomplices whose whereabouts and 
level of involvement haven’t been revealed. 

“The conspiracy here is international in 
scope,” Assistant U.S. Atty Jeffrey Knox told 
a federal judge in Brooklyn. 

Najibullah Zazi, wearing a blue jail smock, 
never spoke and showed no emotion as his 
lawyer entered the plea in a packed court- 


room. He was ordered held without bail. 

“' You get the impression he’s a nice guy don’t 
you?” defense attorney Michael Dowling told 
the reporters afterward. 

The 24-year-old Denver airport shuttle 
driver has been the only alleged terrorist iden- 
tified so far. 

But authorities have said three people trav- 
eled from New Y)rk City to suburban Denver 
this summer and used stolen credit cards to 
help Zazi stockpile products containing 
hydrogen peroxide and acetone— common 
ingredients for homemade bombs.

Bears still believe in their 
running game despite 
slow start on the ground

A confident Matt Forte believes the Bears 
(2-1) should have success running the ball 
against the Lions (1-2) on Sunday even if 
statistics say the Bears are the fifth-worst 
rushing team in the league. 

“When we put our mind to it, we can run 
against any team,” Forte said. “It’s difficult running 
in the NFL. We know that. But if we get bodies on 
people and stay strong, we can run the ball.” 

Forte was by no means assessing blame. In fact, 
he put the onus on himself to run harder and 
break more tackles. 




The bottom line is the Bears essen- 
tially are running in place. They 
enter Sunday's game averaging 
2.8 yards per carry second to last in 
the league behind San Diego. 

Forte is 29th in the league in 
rushing with 150 yards on 59 carries through 
three games. He is the only back among the 
top 30 averaging less than 3.0 yards per carry 
with a 2.6 average. This is the same player 
who compiled 304 yards over his first three 
games as a rookie last season. 

So what has changed? Not Forte. He still 
runs hard, still hits defenders with the occa- 
sional ankle-breaking cutback. Some wonder 
if the hamstring injury Forte suffered during 
the off-season lingers. 

“No, my hamstring does not hurt at all,” 
he said. 

What has changed is the offensive line, 
with three new starters and two players — 


right tackle Chris Williams and 
left guard Frank Omiyale— play- 
ing positions they were not ini- 
tially projected to play. As natu- 
ral left tackles, both gained more 
notice for their pass protection 
that run blocking. 

The addition of future Hall of Famer 
Orlando Pace was supposed to give the Bears 
an added boost, but even Pace has had some 
difficulties. 

“You just have to keep building, keep try- 
ing to get better,” Pace said. “Every week, 
we’re just going to try to get this thing going. 
We just have to work harder this week.” 

Most figured the Bears would have suc- 
cess running the ball against the banged-up 
Seahawks regardless. Instead the Bears man- 
aged just 85 yards on 28 carries. 

“We obviously didn’t run the ball like we 
wanted to,” center Olin Kreutz said.

J. Nicole Brooks 
returns to Chicago 
for the fiery ‘Fedra’

J. Nicole Brooks just landed a cushy theater fel- 
lowship. She's also starring in a play which she 
happened to write, in one of the city's premiere 
theaters. 

And she never, ever wants to work retail 
again. 

“I don't care if I have to sell my eggs or sell 
my blood, I just can't go back to retail,” says the 
Chicago native. “It sucks the life out of you.” 

Brooks should know She wrote “Fedra: Queen 
of Haiti,” which kicks off the Lookingglass 
Theatre's 22nd season this week, while working 
behind the counter at a “posh boutique” — she's 
not working there anymore — and struggling as 
an actor in the L.A. area. 

“Fedra,” set in a futuristic Haiti, is Brooks' 
loose retelling of Phaedra from Greek mythol- 
ogy. The plot would make Jon and Kate, Khloe 
and Kourtney, and other reality TV thugs blush. 
We called Brooks, a Lookingglass ensemble 
member, for the rest of the sordid details. 

Fedra falls In love with her stepson. It sort of 
makes Woody Allen’s situation seem a bit more 
normal. 

[ Laughs } %u know, I used to watch “One 
Day at a Time” when I was a kid, and every- 
one loved Valerie Bertinelli. I never liked 
her. I always liked Mackenzie Phillips. When 
{Phillips] dropped that 
bomb the other day, it 
really made me connect 
with her in a deeper way. 

I thought, “Gosh, she's so 
human. She's incredibly 
brave and damaged.” Just 
watching her on “Oprah,” 
whether you believe her 
or not, it made me think 
I could draw from her 
experience. 

Fedra, Woody, Mackenzie. It’s all pretty crazy. 
Think people will relate to this? 

Fedra falls in love with her son against her will. 
To some extent, that happens to all of us; we 
can't control who we love. It eats away at her. 

It drives her insane. She does so many things 


to deal with it. She drinks, she pops pills, 
she's a cutter. So she resorts to self-mutilation 
because this thing is eating her alive.

On a Friday night in October 1959, Americans began slipping 
into a dimension of imagination as vast as space and as time- 
less as infinity They’ve really never returned. 

“The Twilight Zone,” first submitted for the public’s approval 
by a reluctant CBS, has resonated with viewers from genera- 
tion to generation with memorable stories carrying universal 
messages about society’s ills and the human condition. 


Like the time-space warps that anchored so many of the show’s 
plots, Rod Serling’s veiled commentary remains as soul-baring 
today as it did a half-century ago, and the show’s popularity 
endures in multiple facets of American pop culture. 

“I’m interested in the escapist ideas, the psychological 
nature of the stories,” said Lauren Chizinski of Houston, a 
first-year graduate student in sculpting at Syracuse University 
who is among two dozen students taking a class on the show 
and its 50th anniversary 

“The Twilight Zone” has been exulted in media such as 
pinball and video games and The Twilight Zone Tower of 
Terror ride at Disney theme parks. 

The original show ran just five seasons, 1959-1964, but led 
to a feature film by Steven Spielberg and John Landis in 1983, 
and is reportedly soon to appear again on the silver screen 
from Leonardo DiCaprio’s production company 

It’s also resulted in short-lived TV series in the 1980s and 
in 2002, and has been the subject of scores of books, Web 
sites, blogs, comic books and magazines and a radio series. 
It’s even inspired music from the Grateful Dead, Rush, 
Golden Earring and Michael Jackson. 

“Even people who have never seen The Twilight Zone’ 


know about it,” said Doug Brode, who is teaching the Serling 
class at Syracuse and teamed with Serling’s widow to write 
“Rod Serling and The Twilight Zone: The 50th Anniversary 
Tribute.” 

The Syfy Channel regularly broadcasts “The Twilight 
Zone” and plans a 15-show marathon on Friday CBS has no 
plans to observe the show’s 50th anniversary, said spokes- 
man Chris Ender. 

Anniversary observances are planned in Binghamton, 
N.Y., where Serling grew up and went to high school; at 
Ithaca College in New Tork, where Serling taught from 1967 
until his death in 1975, and which keeps Serling’s archives; 
and at Antioch College in Ohio, where Serling was a stu- 
dent— met his wife, Carol— and later taught. 

“I don’t think he would have thought in a million years 
that Twilight Zone’ would be having an important 50th 
birthday or that it would still be on,” said Carol Serling, 
who will attend the celebrations in Ithaca and Binghamton. 
“Through parable and suggestion, he could make points that 
he couldn’t make on straight television because there were 
too many sacred cows and sponsors and people who said you 
couldn’t do that.”

When good 
wines go bad 

Ever smelled a glass of wine and found 
something off about the aroma? 

Maybe it smelled like garlic or vin- 
egar— or a moldy basement. You probably 
encountered a bottle of wine that had gone 
bad. Wine continues to evolve and change 
even after it has been bottled. And it can 
spoil for a number of reasons including 
improper storage conditions, bacterial and 
fungal defects within the wine or over- 
aging. 

The best way to tell if a wine has spoiled 
is by its look and smell. A bottle that has 
turned will appear suspiciously murky, or 
there will be a presence of bubbles when there shouldn't be. The smell 
will be off-putting enough to dissuade you from taking a sip. 

Sometimes, a perfectly sound bottle won’t agree with you, but there 
are ways to know the difference between a wine that just doesn’t suit 
you and one that should be poured down the drain. Here’s a guide to

Corked 

“It’s corked” is the most common phrase you will hear in reference to 
a bad bottle of wine. A corked wine has nothing to do with bits of cork 
floating in the glass. It is caused by a cork that has become infected 
with a compound that makes the wine smell and taste like mildew or 
wet cardboard. 

Brettanomyces 

This is a yeast strain that can make a wine taste like manure, earth and 
barnyard. It is very common in red wines from Europe, where it can be 
a desired trait as it contributes complexity and character. 

Maderized 

Exposure to heat or oxygen and improper storage are the most com- 
mon causes of an oxidized, cooked or maderized wine. The wine will 
taste like raisins, walnuts, Madeira or sherry and sometimes appears 
dark gold or brown in color. These characteristics also can be present in 
a wine that has aged too long. 

Volatile acidity 

While low levels of volatile acidity in a wine are acceptable, exces- 
sive amounts can cause a wine to smell like vinegar or paint thinner. 
Decanting wine or swirling it in the glass will sometimes eliminate this 
odor. 

Fizzy 

Wine can sometimes referment after it has been bottled. You can tell 
this is happening when you spot the presence of fizz and off-putting 
aromas of garlic and sour cabbage. 

Tartrates 

If you happen to notice purple or golden-colored crystals in your wine 
or on the cork, it’s not glass. They’re called tartrates, or wine diamonds, 
and are a form of tartaric acid naturally present in the wine. Wineries 
will usually remove them prior to bottling for aesthetic reasons but 
others choose not to as they feel the process of doing so can adversely 
affect the flavor.
